In a democracy, government should be open, accessible, equitable, and efficient.

Public office must rot 
be used for personal gain. The public must have confidence in the integrity of its 
government. 


2. Declaration of Purpose

supplements existing federal and provincial legislation in a manner consistent with 
that legislation.

This Amendment shall be known as Amendment No. 35 to the Reqion of 
Hamilton-Wentworth Official Plan, Hamilton-Wentworth Planning Area. 


COMPONENTS OF THIS AMENDMENT 


Only that part of this document entitled "PART III - The Amendment", 
comprising the attached text, constitutes Amendment No. 35 to the Region 
of Hamilton-Wentworth Planning Area. 


PURPOSE OF THE AMENDMENT 


Amendment No. 35 is intended to replace existing policies in the 

. Industrial-Business Parks section of the Official Plan with a new DoOLTey 
which will broaden the range of uses (mainly commercial) which are 
permitted, establish locational criteria to control the placement of 
these types of uses and a limitation as to the amount of commercial 
development permitted within the parks. 


BASIS OF THE AMENDMENT : 


The Economic Strategy for Hamilton-Wentworth identifies a need for more 
office space in the Reqion's Industrial-Business Parks and recommends a 
greater emphasis be placed on attracting service sector operations to the 
Region. This approved policy along with increased development pressures 
for a wider range of permitted uses (especially commercial). in the 
Industrial-Business Parks and the overall economic climate in which 
increased employment opportunities and siqnificant expansion in the 
service sector is being experienced, has necessitated a review of 
exiscing Ofricial plan policy and a tailoring of new policies to meet 
these new demands in the Industrial-Business Parks. 


In addition, a survey has been completed (Report contained in Appendix A) 
regarding the positions of existing industrial and industrial/commerical 
operations in the Industrial-Business Parks, on the possibility of 
increasing the types of permitted uses in these parks. The Study results 
indicated overwhelming support among the existing operations for 
expanding the range of non-industrial uses within the Industrial-Business 
PAGS: 


Commercially designated land is available throughout the Region, and some 
commercial uses are not appropriate in Industrial-Business Parks. Also, 
the amount of commercial development should be restricted to protect the 
primary function, viability, and integrity of these parks. It is 
appropriate, therefore, to place various limitations on the 
non-industrial development, restricting the types, location, and amount 
of commercial development in the parks. 


The restriction on the amount of development is to apply only to retail 
commercial uses and is proposed at up to 10% of the aross area of the 
individual Industrial-Business Park. While this is a somewhat arbitrary

The whole of this part of the document entitled "PART III - The 
Amendment", which consists of the following text constitutes Amendment

DETAILS OF THE AMENDMENT 


Section 2.3 - Industrial-Business Parks, is hereby amended by replacing 
tne existing policy 2.3.15 including tne specific reference to the 
Clappisons Corners Industrial-Business Park, with the following: 


"2.3.1 To designate Industrial-Business Parks shown on Map No. 1 to 
accommodate primarily manufacturing, construction, wholesale 
establishments and truck terminals. 


Ancillary and service type uses, including limited office 
development, land extensive commercial uses with 
warehouse/display areas requiring site and building . 
specifications similar to industrial uses (excluding operations 
such as department stores, grocery stores and automobile 
dealerships), hotels, banks, restaurants and recreational 
facilities, which will not interfere or conflict with the primary 
activities may he permitted. 


Grouped commercial uses of a combined retail/service nature that 
will not jeopardize established and planned retail areas 
fulfilling community level functions may also be permitted. Such 
uses in total shall not exceed 10% of the gross area of the 
individual Industrial-Business Park. 


Area Municipal Plans (with the exception of the East Mountain 
Industrial-Business Park, as identified in the Official Plan of 
the City of Hamilton) shall contain detailed policies identifying 
the amount, type and locational criteria for these permitted 
ancillary/service and commercial uses. Generally such uses shall 
be directed to locations along major roads or in concentrated 
specifically planned and designated areas within the 
Industrial-Business Parks. 


In addition, areas designated General Commercial in Area

INDUSTRIAL-BUSINESS PARKS - NON-INDUSTRIAL USES REVIEW 
REGION OF HAMILTON-WENTWORTH 


INTRODUCTION: 


There are currently seven designated Industrial-Business Parks Pie aerate 
the Reqion. Existing policies in the Hamilton-Wentworth Official Plan direct 
industrial development to these parks; but also place certain limitations on 
the types of ancillary activities or non-industrial uses which will be 
permitted. The main focus of these policies is to ensure the availability of 
sufficient industrially designated lands to meet the Region's future 
requirements. 


However recent global, national and provincial economic developments have 
resulted in a changing economic climate with greater emphasis placed on the 
service sector of the economy. Community, business and persona] 
services, public administration, wholesale and retail trade and finance, 
insurance and real estate, now constitute the growth sector of the economy 
and this trend is expected to continue and strengthen in the future. 

The Economic Strategy for Hamilton-Wentworth addresses this sectoral shift in 
the economy and in asessing this trend in the Regional context indicates 
that, “In order to maximize the creation of jobs and further diversify the 
Regional economy, the strategy will focus on attracting jobs tn the service 
sector." The identified target areas include corporate offices, services to 
business, finance, insurance and real estate and-the health industry, 


The strategy goes on to state that, "The Region needs a supply of office 
Space in both the downtown and strateqically-located industrial-business 
parks." One of the major target areas (service sector) for future growth has 
been identified and some of the prime locations for the types of uses are 
Industrial-Business Parks in the Region. In order to accommodate some of the 
targeted firms it may be necessary to revise official plan policies. Again 
tne economic strategy suggests that, "Development standards in al] 
industrial-business parks should be examined in light of the identified 
target industry types. Land use and development controls should be revised 
to accommodate the desired uses in appropriate locations." 


While attraction of service sector uses to the Region is vital, .their site 
location within the Region is also significant. It may not be desirable to 
direct all of this type of development to the Industrial-Business Parks since 
these non-industrial uses would further deplete the available prime 
industrial land and could create land use conflicts with existing and future 
industrial development. In addition, various policies in the 
Hamilton-Wentworth Official Plan direct retail activities to Regional and 
Sub-Regional Centres (7.4.1.2), and head offices, major bank branches. and 
real estave ficms (7.4.2.2) |, community,. business and personal services 
Vite 2 Oa) LO GONnUONMn amt com, Other celeries 12.2 1.9 and 2} emphasize 
the multi-use role of the Regional Centre and encourage a wide ranae of 
commercial/office uses to locate in the downtown area. 


INTRODUCTION: (continued) 


Therefore, the emphasis on accommodating service sector uses in 
Industrial-Business Parks may have to be tempered by retaining some control] 
on the type, extent and location of commercial or non-industrial uses within 
the parks. This limitation is Supported by approved Regional policies 
regarding Regional and Sub-Regional Centres. 


The recognized shift to the service sector of the economy, identified in the 
Econonic Strategy is being realized in increased pressures to develop 
industrial lands in the parks for non-industrial (usually retail commercial] 
requiring display areas) uses. The Hamilton Mountain Industrial-Business 
Park iS a good example, where many of the recent Jand sales and rezonings in 
the park have been for commercial or non-industrial uses. The problem is 
that these types of land uses can be accommodated on appropriately designated 
lands elsewhere in the municipality so that prime industrial lands can be 
reserved for industrial development.

STUDY OUTLINE: 


in ine Fald of 1987 3 survey (both through questionnaire and telephone 
contacts) was conducted involving 114° individual contacts with existing 
industrial or commercial/industrial operations in the Industrial-Business 
Parks. JAreopal or lo responses were obtained for a response rate of eleioras 
The questionnaire used in the Survey is attached. In the case of Stoney 
Creek a telephone survey was utilized because the City of Stoney Creek 
recently conducted an industria] Survey by distributing written 
questionnaires and it was felt that a second survey in such a short time 
period would be inappropriate. 


The information requested through the’ survey involved the type of industrial 
use, the Tirm's position concerning a greater range of commercial use being 
permitted in the Industrial-8usiness Parks with reasons and preference for 
location of such uses.’ The Significant response rate and the details 
contained in the responses provide an excellent overview as to the 
perspectives of the existing operators in the i. Bor. Stand) Substantial 
justification for the conclusion and recommendation section of this report. 


SUD URE OWES 


Due to the varying extent of development in the Region's industrial parks it 
was impossible to obtain uniform coverage of all the parks. The responses 
were spread over the four 1I.B.P.'s5 as follows: 


Stoney Creek - 60 
Hamilton Mountain - 39 
Ancaster (Duff's Corner) - 8 
Flamborough Ti 


Since there has been no industrial development in the other I.B.P.'s 
(Glanbrook, Allarco, and Glanbrook Airport) there were no questionnaires 
distributed to these areas. 


The results from the survey indicate an overwhelming support from existing 
firms (a total of 91) for a wider range of commercial uses (including 
offices, restaurants, financial institutions, hotels, retail stores, 
recreational facilities, lumber yards and other retail commercial uses). The 


reasons for this support in a ranking based on the number of times mentioned 


in responses, were: (percentages in brackets) ; 


O convenience for employees (39%) 

O accessibility to commercial goods and services for the industrial 
uses (36%) 

oO compatible with industrial uses (25%) 


It 1s significant to note that a number of respondents identified a definite 
need for hotel accommodations within the Industrial-Business Parks. 


In contrast to the support for more non-industrial uses only 13 responses 
were opposed to broadening the range of uses. Their reasons included: 
(percentages in brackets)

© parking overflow from commercial uses (26%) 


The final question in the survey was an attempt to obtain specific coments 
regarding the location of these uses within the I.B.P.'s. The detailed 
responses from those firms supporting new uses included the following 
locational comments: (percentages in brackets)

along arterial road frontage (20%) 
concentrated in specific areas (10%) 

at the intersections of major. roads (6%)

CONCLUSION: 


The survey results clearly indicate the broad-based Support among existing 
industrial and industrial/commercial operations in the I.8.P.'s for a wider 
range of “commercial” uses to augment the established and future industrial 
uses in these industrial areas. Uses such as hotels, banks, restaurants, 
Fitness-racquet clubs, retail and service commercial are considered to he 
beneficial in industrial areas by providing goods and services to the 
industrial operations and their employees. 


Some of these uses such as retail/service commercial Operations and offices 
which support the primary industrial activities are already permitted in the 
[.B.P."s. However, retail/warehousing uses which have similar site and 
building requirements as industrial firms and are generally land extensive in 
nature are not currently permitted. For example, the Stoney Creek Furniture 
store and warehouse on Lewis Road in Stoney Creek required an amendment to 
the Hamilton-Nentworth Official Plan. Other similar operations such as 
Leon's, Brick and various showroom/warehouse enterprises wanting to locate in 
the I.B.P.'s would also require amendments. These types of uses do not 
interfere with the industrial developments and should be considered for 
inclusion in the permitted uses without the need of Regional official plan 
amendments. 


Further justification for expanding the permitted uses is that DOTICY 22 31 
in the Hamilton-Wentworth Official Plan which applies only to the Clappison's 
Corners I.8.P., already provides greater flexibility in the range of service 
uses allowed in this industrial park. In order to obtain policy consistency 
it seems appropriate that this Flexibility be applied uniformly across the 
Region by revising the industrial policies affecting the remaining 1.B.P.'s. 


However, to subject the I.8.P.'5 to widespread commercial development 
anywhere within the park would be inappropriate, given that commercially 
designated land is available throughout the Region to accommodate future 
demands for commercial development. There are certain commercial uses (je. 
grocery stores, department stores, car dealerships and other uses which serve 
the general public) which are not appropriate in Industrial-Business Parks. 
Therefore, while the range of uses permitted in the I.8.P.'s should be 
expanded, certain limitations on the type location and amount of such uses 
are essential to ensure that they do not interfere with the individual 
industrial operations and that the overall viability and integrity of the 
Industrial-Business Park is not compromised. 


While lists of permitted used and the establishment of location criteria are 
two effective limitations, is is desirable to set an upper limit on the 
amount of commercial development in the parks. This figure shoud apply only 
to retail commercial uses and should be in the order of approximately 10% of 
the gross area of the park to ensure that these uses do not conflict with the 
peimary function of the [.8.P. %<. 


RECOMMENDATION:

WHEREAS the Regional Municipality by the enactment of By-law No. 9-73 
asssumed responsibility for all storm sewers within the City of Hamilton, and 


WHEREAS pursuant to paragraph 147 of sub-section (1) of Section 210 of The 
Municipal Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 302, as amended, which is made applicable to 
the Regional Municipality by virtue of sub-section (1) of Section 97 of The Regional 
Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth Act, the Regional Municipality is empowered to 
prohibit, reguiate and inspect the discharge of any gaseous, liquid or solid matter into 
land drainage works, private branch drains and connections to any sewer, sewer 
system or sewage works for the carrying away of domestic sewage or industrial 
wastes, or both, whether connected to a treatment works or not, and 


WHEREAS pursuant to paragraph 77 of sub-section (1) of Section 210 of The 
Municipal Act, the Regional Municipality may pass By-laws for making any other 
regulations for sewage or drainage that may be considered necessary for sanitary 
purposes, and 


WHEREAS Part XIX of The Municipal Act applies with necessary mocifications 
to the Regional Municipality by virtue of Section 133 of The Regional Municipality of 
Hamilton-Wentworth Act. 


NOW THEREFORE, THE COUNCIL OF THE REGIONAL MUNICIPALITY OF 
HAMILTON-WENTWORTH ENACTS AS FOLLOWS:

APPLICATION OF BY-LAW 


2(1) Nothing in this By-law is to be construed as purporting to permit anything which 
by the provision of any applicable Provincial Act or Regulation is prohibited, and 
where there is a conflict in this respect between the provisions of the applicable 
Act or Regulation and the provisions of this By-law, the provisions of the 
applicable Act or Regulation are to prevail. 


(2) The provisions of this By-law related to storm sewers: 

(a) are applicable only to storm sewers located in the Area Municipality of 
the City of Hamilton and to storm sewers outside the City of Hamilton 
but within the Regional Area and under Regional Roads; 

(B) are applicable only to storm sewers in the whole or any part of any 
other Area Municipality in the Regional Area when the Regional 
Municipality enacts a By-law assuming responsibility for storm sewers 
in the whole or any part of such Area Municipality. 

(3) The provisions of this By-law related to joined sanitary-foundation drain sewers 
are applicable only to those joined sanitary-foundation drain sewers within the 
land area described in Schedule A to this By-law and being located in the Area 
Municipality of the Town of Dundas. 

SECTION 3 


ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT

Where the Regional Municipality has not passed a By-law assuming 
responsibility for storm drainage in the whole or any part of an Area Municipality 
and the Area Municipality has passed the necessary By-law adopting the 
provisions of this By-law, as described in subsection (2) of Section 2, then the 
Area Municipality is responsible for the administration and enforcement of the 
provisions of this By-law dealing with storm sewers.

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SECTION 6 
REPORTS 
6(1) Notwithstanding sections 4 and 5, the owner or operator of any industrial 


premises or class of industrial premises listed in Schedule F shall not discharge 
or deposit or cause or permit the discharge or deposit of sewage into or in land 
drainage works, private branch drains or connections to any sanitary sewer, 


combined sewer or storm sewer after six months from the date on which this 


By-law takes effect unless an extension of this time has been granted in writing 
by the Engineering Services Committee. 


Subsection (1) does not apply with respect to any industrial premises for which 
a current Waste Survey Report prepared in accordance with Subsections (3) 
and (4) has been filed at the Regional Municipality. 


The Waste Survey Report shall contain the following information and shail be 
signed by an authorized representative of the owner or operator: 


(a) name and address of the premises, and names of its owner and 
operator; 
(B) description of process operations, including waste discharge rates and 


contaminant concentrations, hours of operation, and Canadian or U.S. 
Standard Industrial Classification codes; 


(c) a schematic process diagram indicating waste discharge points and 
waste descriptions; 


(d) the generator registration number, if any, assigned with respect to the 
premises under Ontario Regulation 309 made under the Environmental 
Protection Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 141 as amended; 


(e) the waste class, hazardous waste number, primary and secondary 
characteristics and analytical data and the name of the laboratory, if 
any, furnished to the Ontario Ministry of the Environment under 
Ontario Regulation 309 made under the Environmental Protection Act, 
R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 141 as amended, relating to any material 
discharged into or in land drainage works, private branch drains or 


connections to_any sanitary, combined or storm sewer. 


The Waste Survey report shall be in the form attached as Schedule F1. 


Where a change occurs in the information required under Clause (3)(a) 
contained in a Waste Survey Report, the owner or operator of the premises 
shall submit the new information within 30 days of the change. 
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(6) Where a change occurs in any information required under Clauses (3) (5), 4c), 
(d) or (e) described in a Waste Survey Report, the owner or operator of the 
premises shall not discharge or deposit or cause or permit the discharge or 
deposit of sewage into or in land drainage works, private branch drains or 
connections to_any sanitary sewer, combined sewer or storm sewer, after 60 
days after the change occurs unless a new Waste Survey Report has been 
submitted setting out the change. 


SECTION 7 
AGREEMENTS 


7(1) Subject to subsections (2), (3), and (4), the discharge or deposit of sewage that 
would otherwise be prohibited by this By-law may be permitted into or in any 
connection to any sanitary sewer or combined sewer to an extent fixed by 
agreement with the Regional Municipality under such conditions with respect to 
payment of additional sewage service rates or otherwise as may be necessary 
to compensate for any additional costs of operation, repair and maintenance of 
the sewage works. 


(2) (a) An Overstrength Discharge Agreement can only be made for c 
discharge of the following parameters in sewage: suspended solids, 
biochemical oxygen demand, phenolic compounds, solvent 
extractable matter of animal or vegetable origin, Kjeldahl nitrogen, and 
phosphorus. 


(b) This agreement shail be in the form attached as Schedule G and upon 
recommendation of the Commissioner of Engineering, the Regional 
Municipality is authorized to execute such agreements under authority 
of this By-law. 


(¢) A person who has entered into this agreement with the Regional 
Municipality shall pay an overstrength discharge fee, which is set out 
in Schedule D to this By-law. 


(3) (a) A Sanitary Sewer Surcharge Agreement shall be made for the 
discharge of sewage which contains water that has originated from a 
source separate from the potable water distribution system of the 
Regional Municipality and has access to the Regional sanitary sewer 
or combined sewer system. 


(b) This agreement shail be in the form attached hereto as Schedule H 
and upon recommendation of the Commissioner of Engineering, the 
Regional Municipality is authorized to execute such agreements under € 
authority of this By-law. 
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(C) A person who has entered into this agreement with the Regional 
Municipality shall pay a sanitary sewer surcharge fee, which is set out 
in Schedule H to this By-law. 


A person who has entered into an agreement with the Regional Municipality 
shall not be prosecuted under Section 4 of this By-law for the discharge or 
deposit of sewage containing the matters specified in the agreement and in 
compliance with the agreement during the period within which the agreement is 
applicable and so long as the agreement is being fully complied with. 


SECTION 8 


COMPLIANCE PROGRAM 


8(1) 


A compliance program may be issued as set out in subsections (2) to (6) and 
(9) for the discharge of a non-complying effluent during the period of planning, 
design, construction or installation of facilities to eliminate the non-compliance. 


The owner or operator of industrial premises may submit to the Regional 
Municipality a program to prevent or to reduce and control the discharge: or 
deposit of sewage into or in land drainage works, private branch drains or 


connections to any sanitary sewer or combined sewer from premises. 


The owner or operator of industrial premises may submit to the Regional 
Municipality a program to prevent or to reduce and control the discharge or 
deposit of uncontaminated water or stormwater or eliminate the discharge or 
deposit of sewage into or in land drainage works, private branch drains or 
connections to any storm sewer from the premises. 


The Regional Municipality may issue an approval for a compliance program by 
way of Letter of Agreement to the person who submitted the program. 


Every compliance program shail be for a-specified length of time during which 
the facilities are to be installed and shail be specific as to the remedial actions 
to be implemented, the dates of commencement and completion, and the ~ 
materials or other characteristics of the sewage, uncontaminated water or 
stormwater to which it relates. The final activity completion date shall not be 
later than the final compliance date in the compliance program. 


The Letter of Agreement for the compliance program shall be in the form 
attached as Schedule | and, upon recommendation of the Commissioner of 
Engineering, the Regional Municipality is authorized to execute such compliance 
programs under the authority of this By-law. 


(11) 
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A person to whom a compliance program has been issued shall submit a 
compliance program progress report within 14 days after the scheduled 
completion date for each activity listed in the compliance program. 


The compliance program progress report shall be in the form attached as 
Schedule J. 


Where the operating authority for the sewage treatment plant, land drainage 
works, or storm sewer which is receiving sewage, uncontaminated water or 
stormwater from the premises identified in the letter of compliance program is 
not the Regional Municipality, the compliance program does not become 
effective unless the operating authority has reviewed and approved the 
compliance program. 


A person to whom a compliance program has been issued shail not be 
prosecuted under section 4 or 5 of this By-law for the discharge or deposit of 
sewage, uncontaminated water or stormwater containing the matters specified 
in the compliance program and in compliance with the compliance program 


_ during the period within which the compliance program is applicable and Ste) 


long as the compliance program is being fully complied with.

The Regional Municipality shall levy fees for the cost of treatment of non- 
complying effluent which is specified in the compliance program, during the 
period within which the compliance program is applicable, as set out in the 
attached Schedule D. 


SECTION 9 


SAMPLING AND ANALYSIS 


3(1) 


Where a sample is required for the purpose of determining the characteristics or 
contents of the sewage, uncontaminated water or stormwater to which 
reference is made in this By-taw: 


(a) one sample alone is sufficient and, without limiting the generality of the 
foregoing, the sample may be a grab sample or a composite sample, 
may contain additives for its preservation and may be collected 
manually or by using an automatic sampling device; 


(b) except as otherwise specifically provided in this By-law, all tests, 
measurements, analyses and examinations of sewage, 
uncontaminated water and stormwater, shall be carried out in 
accordance with Standard Methods; 
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(c) for each one of the following metals: aluminum, antimony, arsenic, 
bismuth, cadmium, chromium, cobalt, copper, iron, lead, manganese, 
mercury, molybdenum, nickel, selenium, silver, tin, titanium, vanadium 
and zinc whose concentration is limited in Subclauses 4(1) 2.(p) and 
5(1) 2.(f), the analysis shall be for the quantity of total metal, which 
includes all metal both dissolved and particulate. 


SECTION 10 


SPILLS 


10(1) Every person who discharges or deposits or causes or permits the discharge or 


deposit of sewage into or in and drainage works, private branch drains or 
connections to any sanitary sewer or combined sewer shail, if such discharge 
or deposit is not in the ordinary course of events forthwith notify the Regional 
Municipality or the agency responsible for operating the sewage works receiving 
the discharge or deposit. 


Every person who discharges or deposits or causes or permits the discharge or 
deposit of uncontaminated water or stormwater into or in land drainage works, 
private branch drains or connections to any storm sewer shail, if such discharge 
or deposit is not in the ordinary course of events forthwith notify the Regional 


- Municipality or agency responsible for managing the land drainage works or 


storm sewer. 


Every person who discharges or deposits or causes or permits the discharge or 
deposit of any of the items listed in subclauses 4(1) 2.(q) and (s) into or in land 
drainage works, private branch drains or connections to any sanitary sewer or 


combined sewer shail, forthwith notify the Regional Municipality or the agency 


responsible for operating the sewage works receiving the discharge or deposit. 


Every person who discharges or deposits or causes or permits the discharge or 
deposit of any of the items listed in Subclauses 5(1) 2.(h) and (i) into or in land 
drainage works, private branch drains or connections to any storm sewer shall 


forthwith notify the Regional Municipality or agency peSPenehP for managing 


the land drainage works or storm sewer. 


For any of the discharges in subsections 10 (1), (2), (8) and (4) for which the 
person is required to forthwith notify the Regional Municipality or agency, the 
notification shall include the following information:

(a) Name of the company and the address of location of spill; 

(b) Name of person reporting the spill and telephone number where that 
person can be reached; 

(C) Time of the spill; 

(d) Type and volume of material discharged and any associated hazards; 
and 

(e) Corrective actions being taken to control the spill. 


Within five days following a discharge to which subsection (5) applies, the 
person shall submit to the Regional Municipality or agency a written report 
describing the cause of the spill and the actions taken or to be taken to prevent 


a recurrence. A detailed written report shall be submitted within thirty (G0) days. 


GENERAL 


11(1) The owner or operator of industrial premises with one or more connections to a 


sewage works shall install and maintain in good repair in each connection a 
suitable manhole to allow observation and sampling of the sewage and ~ 
measurement of the flow of sewage therein, provided that where installation of a 
manhole is not possible, an alternative device or facility may be substituted with 
the written approval of the Commissioner of Engineering. 


The manhole or alternate device shall be located on the property of the owner 
or operator of the premises, unless the Commissioner of Engineering has given 
written approval for a different location. 


Every manhole, device or facility installed as required by subsection (2) shail be 
designed and constructed in accordance with good engineering practice and 
the requirements of the Regional Municipality, and shail be constructed and 
maintained by the owner or operator of the premises at his expense. 


The owner or operator of industrial premises shail at all times ensure that every 
manhole, device or facility installed as required by subsection (2) is at ail times 
accessible for purposes of observing and sampling the sewage and measuring 
the flow of sewage therein. 


The Regional Municipality may require the owner or operator of industrial 
premises to install devices to monitor sewage discharges and to make available 
to the Regional Municipality all records of callibration and maintenance of said 
devices. The Regional Municipality may also require the owner or operator of 
industrial premises to submit regular reports hegerelng the sewage discharges 
to the Regional Municipality. 


(9) 
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For the purpose of the administration of this By-law, a person appointed by 
Regional Council for the purpose may, upon production of his identification, 
enter any industrial premises for the purpose of inspection, observation, 
measurement, sampling and testing in accordance with this By-law. 


No person shail break, damage, destroy, deface or tamper or cause or permit 
the breaking, damaging, destroying, defacing or tampering with: 


(a) any part of a sewage works; or 


(b) any permanent or temporary device installed in a sewage works for 
the purpose of measuring, sampling and testing of sewage. - 


The agreements contemplated by Section 7 and the Letter of Agreement for the 
compliance program contemplated by Section 8 may be terminated by the 
Regional Municipality on 30 days written notice if the discharge of sewage 
covered by such agreements is causing contravention of Clauses 4(1)1. and 
5(1)1. of the By-law. 


The agreement contemplated by Section 7 and the Letter of Agreement for the 
compliance program contemplated by Section 8 may be terminated by the 
Regional Municipality by written notice at any time where there is an emergency 
situation of immediate threat or danger to any person, property, plant or animal 
life, or waters. 


Where, in the opinion of the Commissioner of Engineering, a person is 
contravening the provisions of sections 4 or 5 of this By-law, the Commissioner 
of Engineering may, upon two days’ written notice to the person or the owner 
Or occupant of the lands from which the discharge apparently emanates, order 
the land drainage works, private branch drains or connections, to any Sanitary 
Sewer, Combined Sewer or Storm Sewer carrying the prohibited discharge to 
be stopped up until such time as measures are undertaken by such persons, 
Owners or occupants satisfactory to the Commissioner of Engineering to 
eliminate: the prohibited discharge. 


SECTION 12 


OFFENCES

Every person other than a corporation who contravenes any provision of this 
By-law is guilty of an offence and on conviction is liable for every day or part 
thereof upon which such offence occurs or continues to a fine of not more 
than $5,000 for a first offence and $10,000 for any subsequent conviction.

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SCHEDULE E - BEST MANAGEMENT PRACTICES (BMP) PLAN 


A Best Management Practices Plan is a plan agreed to by the Regional Municipality 
with guidance from the Ontario Ministry of the Environment and is developed for 
activities which are associated with or ancillary to industrial manufacturing or treatment 
processes. The ancillary sources addressed in BMP plan are material storage areas; 
loading and unloading areas; plant site runoff; in-plant transfer, process, and material 
handling areas; and siudge and hazardous waste disposal areas. In general, the BMP 
Plan will include practices used by industry for pollution control from these sources, 
safety programs, fire protection, protection against loss of valuable raw materials or 
products, etc. The following elements must be included in a BMP Plan:

2.(a) THAT a reduction in the case of corner lots at the junction or 
intersection of streets and a reduction or increase in the case of 
triangular or irregularly shaped lots has been made in the specially 
assessed rate as per Schedule "A" to this By-law; 


(b) THAT where an exemption for flankage of a lot which flankage later 
becomes frontage on the storm and sanitary sewers, the Region may 
impose a specially assessed rate of such amount as would have been 
assessed against such flankage had it been frontage at the date of . 
passing of this By-law. 


os THAT the owners of the lands described on Schedule "A" to this By-law — 
may pay the total estimated rates described therein in a lump sum 
cash payment or in equal and consecutive annual installments over a 
period of fifteen (15) years together with interest fixed at the 
borrowing rate for this Region at the time of the calculation of the 
total cost of the project and the imposition of the annual 
installment such as shown on Schedule "A" hereto.
